A man, supposed to be James Ryburn, 
Who had -been robbed, was found dying in 
@ box carat Easi Alton, DL, at 6:30 o'clock 
Friday morning. 

Constable Shriner of East Alton was 
Walking through the Big Four yards a‘ 
that hour, and was passing a row of box- 
@ars that had been on the side track for’ 
24 hours when he noticed that the door of 
®ne of the cars was open. 

Hie recalled that when he had passed be- 
fore all of the doors had been closed, and. 
Bpon investigating, found splotches of blood 
on the floor of the car. Protruding from a 
pile of straw in one corner he saw a human 
foot. Upon removing ihe straw he dis. 
Guvered the body of a well dressed man. 

There was a wound over.the right eve 
from’ Which the blood still flowed. Con- 
Stable Shriner noticed that the man still 
breathed and, stepping from the car, he 
called a watchman and with his help re- 
moved the dving man to the City Hospital. 
The man was unconscious. A_ physician 
was called at once, but it was apparent 
ihat naught could save him. 

The wound over his right eye had been 
inflicted with coupling pin or some similar 
weapon and the skull was badly fractured. 


Coroner Says That 
Man Was Murdered. 

The young man lived for Just one hour 
after he was discovered, but he never re- 
gained consciousness. Deputy Coroner C. 
A. Streeper heid an inquest and a verdict ' 
to the effect that the man had been mur- 
dered was returned. 

The body is that of a man about 2% 
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sears old.. His features were regular, and 
in life he must have been handsome. He 
had dark brown eyes and dark, wavy 


hair. 

He was dressed in a new and well fit- 
ting suit of blue serge clothes. His shirt 
Was a light blue negligee. His undercloth- 
ing was of good quality. His feet were en- 
eared in a pair of new patent leather 


Fhoes. 

The pockets of the dead man were al! 
turned inside out save the watch pocket 
in the trousers. Tn this pocket was found 
three one dollar bills. 

The appearance of the man, coupled with 
his clothing, indicates that he came of a 

. g00d family and was prosperous. His hands 
were white and soft, indicating that he had 
done no hard work. 

The murderers, after rifling the pockets 
@f their victim, evidently placed the body 
fn the car and concealed.it beneath the 
Straw,,under the impression that the train 
Was about to move to another city. This 
would have had the effect of causing 


doubts to rise in the minds of the author- 
liles as to where the crime was committed 
and would have lessened the charces of

TO BE TRIED FOR BIGAMY 


RARE JUDICIAL PROCEEDINGS IN 
BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 


The Lord’s Case Has Been Postponed 
Until Aug. 6, but the Accused 
May Elect to Stand Trial 
July 18. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, July 5.—The trial of Earl Rus- 
sell on the charge of bigamy before the 
Iiouse of Lords has been postponed unt! 
Aug. 6, but may take place .on July is, 
the date originally set. 

At the preliminary hearing Earl Russcll 
and his counsel occupied seats in the bar 
of the j;House, while the countess, former- 
ly Mra Somerville, was seated in the box 
of the Black Rod, Gen. Sir Michael Bic- 
dulph. After the opening ceremonies of thc 
House of Lords, Earl Russell himself ap- 
proached the bar and handed the petition 
to a clerk, who read the document. 

Counsel for Earl Russéll, in supporti 
the application, suggested that hia lord- 
ship's 4 yey in, Nevada had been ap- 
proved by high legal authority in the Unit- 
ed States. I:vidence in regard to the de- 
cree and domicile in Nevada could only 
be given in America by the witnesses and 
must be prepared with great fullness and 
care. 

The attorney-general opposed the post- 
ponement. He said Justice Curler of Ne- 
vada is an essential witness and he must 
be back home at the end of August. There- 
fore, if the application were Seanted, pos- 
wae | the prosecution might collapse. 

After consultation the lord chancellor 
announced that an adjournment was grant- 
ed to Aug. 6 and that no further dela 
will be permitted. 

On June 22 Earl Russell was brought 
before the Bow street police court on tho 
charge of bigamy and committed for trial 
by the British House of Lords. 

Such trials have been very rare. The last 
was the case of Lord Cardigan. There have 
been four trials of peers in the House of 
yords since the end of the reign of George 


Londoners are therefore looking forward 
to a picturesque scene in the upper cham- 
ber. During the trial every peer will sit 
In the full robes of his rank and the House 
of Lords will be as full as at the opening 
of Parliament. 

Justice Alverson will preside as Lord 
High Steward, holding a white wand.

Lord 
Russell, as a prisoner, will wear a robe of 
black, and wil! sit outside the bar. At the 
end of the trial Lord High Steward Alver- 
son will break the white wand. 

The Earl is charged with bigamy in hay- 
ing married Mrs. Somerville in Reno, 
Nev., when he already had a wife in En- 
gland. 

This case, which has been worked up with 
secrecy in America by an English solicitor, 
ne many anomalies and complexities. 
Sarl Russell and Mrs. Somerville were in 
the same position, each having married in 
England, been divorced in Nevada, and then 
been married there. But apparently, what 
is sauce for the gander is not sauce for 
the goose. He is arrested after thirteen 
months for bigamy, while no proceedings 
are taken against her. 

The defense will naturally be that a 4l- 
vorce was obtained under the Nevada law, 


work dune by the solicitor in America was 
not disclosed today, with the single excep- 
tion that Judge Curler, who performed the 
marriage, was announced as witness. It 
is suspected, however, that evidence will be 
roduced relating to the divorce obtained 
y Earl Russell in Nevada, and that an at- 
ternpt will be made to invalidate it on the 
ground of irregularities.

The work 
done by the solicitor in America was clever- 
ly concealed, and although a warrant was 
issued on Saturday, Earl Russell was not 
warned of the tmpending proceedings. The 
fact that Countess Russell had instituted 
divorce proceedings, which are not fully 
carried on to completion, is another feature 
of the case.

Police Detail Was Sent to Terminal’s 
Aid in Anticipation of Trouble, 
but the Visitors’ Conduct 
Was Orderly. 


The 4-year-old son of Frank Newhouse | 
|} was saved from a frightful death by the | 
quickness and bravery of Conductor T. L. 
Miller of the Big Four Rallroad at last 
Alton Thursday evening at 5 o'clock. 

A powerful Big Four engine was drawing 
a. single coach from Alton to East Alton. 


Conductor Miller, by mere chance, wwss in 
the engine cab conferring with the engi- 
neer. 

When rounding the curve at the appreach 

to East Alton those in the engine were hor- 
rified to see seated in the middle of the 
track a little child at play. 
The little fellow was so intent on shoot- 
ing his fire crackers that the noise of the 
approaching train was drowned. He played 
on unconscious of his peril. 

The engineer instantly reversed his en- 
gine. So close were they to the child when 
they saw him that Miller knew instantly 
that it would be impossible to stop the 
engine before it struck the boy and ground 
his life out under the wheels. 

Without a moment's hesitation Conductor 
Miller swung himself out of the cab, ran 
over the running board along side the buil- 
er and sprang down on the pilot. 

The pilot was one of those used on.a 
switch engine, with a board for the switch- 
man to stand on. There was nothing to 
knock a person from the track. Had the 
engine struck the child, no power could 
have prevented his being wround to pieces 
beneath the wheels. 

Conductor Miller reached the pilot when 
the engine was not more than six feet from 
the child. The little one then saw his peril, 
but he was powerless to move. He looked 
helplessly at the approaching tron monster. 

Miller, with one hand firmly grasping one 
of the strong iron rods that runs from the 
pilot to the extension of the boiler, leaned 
far forward. With the other hand free he 
reached forward. Seizing the child by one 
arm, he lifted him clear of the track and 
out of harm's way 

Holding the boy in his arms the conduct- 
or maintained his stand on the pilot until 
the train was brought to a standstill. 

The parents of the boy were unaware of 
the narrow escape until he was restored to 
their arms. Aside from a slight strain and 
a huge fright the child was uninjured.

NO PROTECTION FROM FIRE 


Citizens Fought the Flames With 


Bucket Brigades, but With 
Little Avail.

CHILLICOTHE, Mo., July 5.—Fifteen 
business houses and residences were de- 
stroyed by a fire which started at noon 
yesterday at Polo, Mo., a town of about 
2000 inhabitants west of here.

Judge Spencer Is Served With the Su- 
preme Oourt’s Order.

Mr. Jourdan’'s appica tion for the writ of 
prohibition was the resuit of the refusal 
of a trust cOmpany to guarantee the title

Judge Spencer moved in the Supreme 
Court, Wednesday, that the writ of pro- 
hibition be vacated.
